ies interested in the controversy. 


The agreement in substance is that 


The Coshocton Gas company will use 
rom this time on a new form of cpn- 
ract, which has been agreed upon by 
he attorneys and which in substance 
irovides for a minimum charge r 
»f twenty-five cents per month; and 
hat none of said contracts shall ex- 
end beyond July 1,1904, that no other 
•barge is to be made of the consumer 
or meter rent beyond this minimum 
;harge; that each consumer ot gas will 
)e required to execute a contract be- 
ore claiming tne right to use gas; and 
my citizens who have signed either 
if the two former contracts shall have 
he right to substitute the new form 
or the old if he so desires 


This arrangement is to continue in 


orce until July 1, 1904, by which time 
he company will b'e able to 
tell 


whether or not a fair return on its in- 
estment can be made without the 
barge of a meter rent.

Combes has forbidden the continuance 
of the contest on French territory. The 
second stage of the raoe, which was 
to have been continued on Tuesday, 
included a run over French territory 
from Bordeaux to the Spanish frontier. 
Premier Combes actton will probably 
lead to tbe races being abandoned. 


It is also reported that the Spanish 


government has also forbidden the 
continuance of the race on Spanish 
territory 


The first stage, as schertulexl, of 


the Paris-Madrid automobile race from 
Versailles to Bordeaux, 243 miles, was 
finished when Louis Renault dashed at 
a furious pace into Bordeux, having 
made a record of eight hours and 27 
minutos An hour later M. Gabriel ar- 
rived with a. still better record of 
eight hours and seven minutes. It is 
estimated from the times made that 
these automobiles covered 62 miles an 
hour over the roads outside tbe cities. 


The victories, however, were cloud- 


ed by a series of accidents, having in 
several cases resulted in fatalities 
At 


least two cars were wrecked, and Mar- 
cel Renault, the winner of the Paris- 
Vienna race last year, Lorraine Bar- 
rows, a very well-known automobllist, 
and Renault's chaffeur, were seriously 
and it is believed fatally injured, while 
Barrow's chaffeur was frilled. More- 
over, a serious accident occurred near 
Angcmlema, in which 
the two occu- 


pants Of an automobile, the owner of 
which fs not yet known, were serious- 
ly injured and two spectators were 
Killed. The number of accidents has 
not caused any great surprise here, in 
view of the number of contestants In 
the race and the great speed and pow- 
er of their machines. 


Dispatches 
arriving 
from points 


along the course add to the list of 
fatalities and accidents. The roost 
terrible occurred at Bon.n«vaJ, where 
a machine driven by M. Porter was 
overturned at a railroad crossing and 
took fire. The chafleur was caught 
underneath the automobile and burned 
to death, while two soldiers and a 
child were 
killed. A chaffeur was 


badly injured by an accident to his 
motor car near Angmiteme. A woman 
crossing th« road to the neighborhood 
of Ablis was run over by one of the 
competing cars and killed. It Is stated 
that Louis Renault's automobile at- 
tained at Bvourdiniore, between Char- 
tres and Bonne val, a maximum speed 
of 88 3-4 miles per hour.

STRONG SERMON 


BY DR. HAMILTON 


If We Honor Men Who Died 


For Country, Why 
not 


Honor Him Who Died to 


Save World? 


Rev. 
Dr. Wallace M Hamilton deliv- 


ered an earnest, eioquent address to 
the old soldiers, at the Presbyterian 
church Sunday morning. Seventy-two 
members of Richard Lanning post 
attended the memorial services, an un- 
usually large attendance. Dr. Hamil- 
ton's text was taken from the thirty- 
second chapter of Numbers, the six- 
teenth to the eighteenth verses, giving 
the*words of the two and a half tribes 
that settled east of the Jordan that 
took up their swords for the sake of 
their brothers across the river, that a 
better peace might be given to all. 


"This is the only occasion for the 


citizen soldier to engage in war," said 
Dr. Hamilton. "War in itself is not 
desired and is only engaged in for the 
sake of bettering our condition. Sher- 
man evidently believed in his familiar 
definition 'War 
is hell' 
from 
the 


amount of fire he used in '64. This was 
the idea of Grant, who at the close 
said 'Let us have peace,' and of Lee, 
who when his soldiers asked to engage 
in guerilla warfare replied that sur- 
render meant the better peace for 
the country he loved. 


"The soldier who thus took up arms 


tor the sake of a better condition is 
the soldier we honor today. We keep 
the day not to keep alive sectionalism, 
but the spirit of patriotism. We settled 
the past on a basis commensurate 
with the manhood of the soldiers on 
either side, who were fighting for what 
they believed to be right, and what 
they considered to b<? the constitution 
of their forefathers. 


"No war in the history of the world 


can show greater courage than our 
Civil war. Whoever won a 
battle, 


whether the blue or the gray, it is to 
the honor of American manhood. When 
Lincoln gave 
the 
proclamation of 


emancipation he thus gave victory of 
necessity to the north, as it made slav- 
ery the central truth for which the 
south was fighting. 


"What we are to learn from the occa- 


sion is. first, to keep alive the worth 
of the soldiers of the past. They fought 
not in bitterness but for principle. We 
want to realize anew the worth of Lin- 
coln, Grant and Sherman, but not to 
forget thp soldier boys who left their 
mothers' breast and sweethearts' arms. 
to give their life for their country. 


"The north lost 110,000 killed, 250,- 


000 died of disease, and 275,000 were 
wounded cm the battlefield. The march 
of the remnant now on Memorial day 
brings to mind the 
heroism of 
the 


past. 


"The second reason we celebrate 


this occasion is to keep in remem- 
brance the principles for the work of to- 
day We ask the question. 'Is the na- 
tion safe today9' We respond, 'It can 
only be safe when the same spirit Is 
manifested on the part of her sons.' 


"Today it is men of peace, but they 


need character, strength and backbone 
of the same type that was used by our 
forefathers. Men need to forget them- 
selves in the civil and commercial life 
of our country and thus give them- 
selves to their principles. 


"I congratulate you as soldiers, that 


you have lived to see the day that that 
is realized for which you fought. W* 
once had a south of slavery and seces- 
sion. We now have a new south at 
union and loyalty. 
*

nation has shown Its gratituto 


to you for your services because of UM

One of the most interesting papers 


at the recent Ohio centennial cele- 
bration at Chillicothe was that by ». 
S. Knabenschue, editor of the Toledo 
Blade. It is worthy of repetition and 
perusal by newspaper men and the 
laity alike. Mr. Knabenschue says: 


"The ordinance of 1787, for the gov- 


ernment of the Northwest Territory 
declared: 
'Religion, morality and 


knowledge, being necessary to good 
government and the happiness of man- 
kind, schools, and the means of educa- 
shall ever be encouraged.' The im- 
portance of the press, not only as a 
factor of popular education, but as the 
conservator of freedom of speech was 
evidently realized by the men who set- 
tled Ohio, the first-born of the states 
into which the northwest was divided; 
for within four years after .its settle-1 
raent at Marietta, the first newspaper 
within its boundaries was set up. 


This was the Centinel of the North- 


western Territory, first issued Novem- 
ber 9, 1973, by William Maxwell, post- 
master of Cincinnati. It was printed 
on a half-sheet, 10 by 13 inches in 
size, and hence resembled a handbill 
In those days newspapers were very 
partial to mottoes, and the Centinel 
displayed this: 
'Open to all parties; 


influenced by none.' In 1796 Edward 
Freeman bought the paper, changed 
the name to Freeman's Journal, pub- 
lished it until the beginning of 1800, 
when he removed to Chillicothe. It 
would appear that he continued the 
publication there; for in the records 
of the territorial court at Chillicothe 
is found an order that an advertise- 
ment for contracts to build the old 
court house there, afterward Ohio's 
first state house, should advertise in 
'Freeman's paper.' 
The Scioto Ga- 


zette was then in existence. 
Freeman 


died, and Nathanial Willis bought his 
office, partly or wholly, and combined 
the papers. Willis was the executor 
of Freeman's estate 
It would seem 


that the Scioto Gazette has a fair title 
to being the first paper setablished in 
Ohio, as the successor by purchase of 
the paper founded at Cincinnati in 
1793. 


It is hard to realize the difficulties 


under which the pioneers of journal- 
ism labored in the region west of the 
Alleghanies Their type and other ma- 
terial, their paper and ink, had to be

These reasons he advanced as among 
those in which a doctor may influence 
the birth rate. Dr. CurtiB also ga-ve 
considerable attention to the giving of 
bad advice by physicians, together 
with surgical operations, as other in- 
fluences that had much to do with the 
situation. 


"Among the causes of the diminished 


birth rate not generally mentioned," 
he added, "are the changes in the 
method of living. The apartment house, 
which is growing in favor, is a bad 
school for good wives and mothers, 
especially those that are young. Chil- 
dren are not wanted in such quarters. 
The sen-ant question often drives 
families to these houses. Tlve popula- 
tion in the apartment houses, as a 
rule, turn u.cold shoulder upon the wo- 
man who is a fond mother or com- 
miserate her for her enslaved position." 


Continuing he said: "Another cause 


Is the pursuit of manly callings by wo- 
men. 
First, it makes them feel Inde- 


pendent of marriage. 
Second, 
they 


take the work from men, so that the 
men cannot afford to marry. 


"Another cause is the nervous trades, 


which bring on exhaustion and unfit 
women for matprnity and housekeep- 
ing. 
Clerks, stenographers, shop and 


factory girls are to be included In this 
category. 


"A cause that has grown up of late 


mny be mentioned. The study of gene- 
alogy Is, in some cases, the cause of a 
growth of pride of birth, making the 
Individuals feel that they are too good 
for those about them."
